Sow Early Varieties in 
Late Vegetable Garden 


If June finds your Victory Garden 
Still unplanted, it is not too late to 
get u valuable harvest for your 
lairdly and m a k e a real contribu­ 
tion to national defense 
Here is a list of vegetables that 
can be planted even in July: Kale 
sweet corn, collards, carrots, bush 
squash, beans, 
s u m m e r and full 
radishes, celery, cabbage, turnips. 
Swiss chard, beets, cos lettuce and 
endive; a n d there are no doubt 
others 
R em e m b e r, when sowing 
late, always sow curly (quick m a ­ 
turing) varieties. 
The 
thing 
to re m e m b e r 
about 
late plantings is the length of their 
season. 
In some of the extreme 
northern climates, where tire sea­ 
son is ve ry short, some of these 
vegetables might not be successful 
if an early frost gets to them 
In 
practically all communities, how­ 
ever, Hie list m a y be planted with 
complete ass urance well otto July. 
The short season may be c o m -j 
pen sa ted for by forcing your crops I 
with good care, plenty of moistenej 
and plant food. 
The fact thut ’he i 
weather .s warm will t a m e them 
to germinate quickly, and if fed 
properly, or if planted in a rich s o i l 
they will m ake considerably fast­ 
er progress than die sp! mg planted 
et'ups. 
Sweet ca rn is one of the hest 
crops to plant late 
It is a fast 
grower in warm weather, and al­ 
though an early frost might get die 
best of it, the chance of success 
is well worth your elforts.
